Albert Dittman said no 
united move' was made by the 
board "."In" supporrbf " the~referen- 
dum. 

"We merely put the facts be- 
fore Uie voters," he said, "and 
hoped, they would recognize the 
need and approve the proposed 
hike." 

The superintendent said there 
was no organized opposition. 
"The people just poured out tfnd 
registered a protest vote," he 
noted. 

The district has been operating 
on the same tax rate since 1958 
and is currently facing a $250,000_ 
deficit. 

Money raised would have gone 
for increased teachers' salaries, 
teaching equipment and supplies. 

The turnout was one of the 
heaviest in the district's history.

Towecf; contact poisons such as 
pyrethrin, chlordane, diazinon, 
malathion, etc., penrteate or are 
absorbed through Qe insect's 
body wall; fumigants Sfech as hy- 
drogen ' cyanide, methylbromlde, 
etc., enter by the way of the res- 
piratory system; they must be in- 
haled. 

Ants,- cockroaches, silver fish, 
cereal bugs, carpet beetles, etc., 
are among Illinois residents' lead- 
ing headaches. For these pests, 
a residual insecticide is needed. 
The term resdiual Insecticide 
technically means that a certain 
insecticide, after being sprayed, 
forms a coating on the surface 
sprayed so that, weeks later; de- 
pending upon the insecticide used, 
contact with these treaetd sur- 
faces will eliminate the insect. 

The Illinois. Pest Control As- 
sociation uses insecticides as dia- 
zinon 0.5%, Baygon 0.5%, chlor- 
dan 2%, pyrethrin 0.1%, or mal- 
athion 0.5%. 

Diazinon and Baygon are used 
for cockroach control. Why? First 
of all, 'these insecticides will kill 
cockroaches. Secondly, they have 
a residual activity of at least 30 
days when sprayed on the base: 
boards, underneath the sinki 
where the pipes come through the 
walls, behind refrigerators and 
stoves, and in other cracks and 
crevices. Thirdly, they are safe 
to use when used according to di- 
rections. The residue will not 
harm members of the household, 
kids or pets, after it has dried. 

Pyrethrin on the other hand 
will also kill roaches and is safe 
to use, however, it will. only last 
on the area sprayed about three 
hours. This, of course, is not suf- 
ficient to eliminate roaches. Pyr- 
ethrin is found in about 95% of 
the bug bombs on the market to- 
day and when used in combina- 
tion with diazinon or Baygon will 
act as a quick-kill insecticide and 
give the longer lived insecticide a 
head start.
